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Fugitive tycoon lands in Luton as 
he returns to face £34m fraud trial 


THIS is the moment fugitive Asil Nadir set 
foot back in the UK for the first time in 17 
years on Thursday. 

The 69-year-old landed at Luton Airport 
after fleeing the country in 1993 while 
facing 66 counts of theft following the 


collapse of his Polly Peck empire with 
debts of £1.3 billion. Mr Nadir, who now 
faces a £34 million fraud trial, was the 
centre of a media scrum at the airport 
having been on the run in Northern Cyprus.

Fear after ‘evil’ 
Town Hall race 
hate message

AN ‘evil’ anti-Semitic message 
was written across a table at 
Luton Town Hall five days 
before Holocaust Memorial 
Day, we can reveal. 

Foul words were scrawled 
alongside the symbol of the Star 
of David in a kitchen on January 
22 - but the offender was never 
caught. 

Luton Borough Council has 
strenuously denied accusations 
it ‘covered up’ the incident, 
which in a council document 
was described as an ‘expression 
of hatred for the Jewish people’. 

According to an agenda for 
the council’s Race Advisory 
Forum, members of the town’s 
Hebrew community feel it is ‘no 
longer safe’ to attend meetings 
at the Town Hall. 

A very highly respected mem¬ 
ber of the community, who we 
agreed not to name for fear of 
reprisals, told Luton on Sunday : 
“I’m scared of repercussions. 
Coming a few days before the 
Holocaust Memorial Day on 
January 27, it was evil. Such 
hatred is dreadful. 


“If you don’t know and have to 
live with it, you don’t know 
what we go through. 

“As a race we are so laid back, 
but we grow up with prejudice. 
It’s so hard to understand. 

“What was said on the kitchen 
table in the Town Hall is so bad. 
They were evil, evil words. 

“I don’t want it ignored, it 
gives people the encourage¬ 
ment to do it. 

“I don’t know who did it. The 
police did their job, but they 
weren’t made welcome. The 
impression I got was that there 
was a cover-up. 

“I am very disappointed. It 


seems like it was swept under 
the carpet and not followed 
through properly.” 

In June, Luton Synagogue 
member Alan Abrahams 
‘expressed concerns’ and 
alleged Luton Borough Council 
had ‘not done enough to 
respond to the incident’. 

According to the council 
agenda, the police investigated 
but ‘closed the case having 
failed to gather any firm leads 
about those responsible’. 

It added: ‘The council took the 
matter very seriously and 
everything that could be done

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Town parking fine 
revenue tops £lm

DRIVERS were fined more than 
£1 million via parking tickets 
in Luton last year. 

Motorists were slapped with 
36,756 penalty charge notices 
which amounted to £1.173 
million in 2009. 

This created a total net 
income of £439,057 for Luton 
Borough Council. 

Between April and lune this 
year 16,904 were issued 
totalling £522,745, with a net 
income of £133,349. 

The number of notices issued 
last year actually fell from a 
figure of 39,249 in 2008/09 
which the council said was ‘due 
to better compliance of parking 
regulations across Luton’. 

There are 22 traffic wardens 
currently working for the Town 
Hall. 

The figures came to light after 
Luton on Sunday made a 
request under the Freedom of 
Information Act. 

A spokeswoman for the 
motoring charity, RAC 
Foundation, said: “The profit 
made does not seem to be an 
unreasonable amount and the 
money would have to go into 
something transport-related to 
benefit people in Luton.” 


A council spokesman said: 
“Our civil enforcement officers 
work to ensure that the local 
road network is safe and free 
from congestion through the 
introduction of appropriate 
restrictions and enforcement. 

“The council is also commit¬ 
ted to enhancing the commer¬ 
cial viability of the town centre 
by ensuring that shoppers are 
able to find a convenient place 
to park and by providing the 
maximum amount of space on 
streets for car drivers making 
short-term shopping trips. 


“We are also committed to 
providing convenient parking 
spaces for disabled drivers. 

“The differences between the 
gross and net figures reflect the 
costs of running the parking 
enforcement service, which 
includes staffing costs, mainte¬ 
nance of equipment, stationery 
radio licence etc. 

“The surplus is spent during 
the year on supporting the pro¬ 
vision and maintenance of off- 
street car parking and conces¬ 
sionary fares for those who 
qualify in our community.” 


Jailed driver has new pals 
with whom he can dine... 


A HAIRDRESSER who won an 
edition of Come Dine With Me 
last year was jailed for 21 
days on Friday for lying to 
avoid a conviction for 
speeding. 

Luigi Muscella, of Badgers 
Gate, Dunstable, claimed his 
cousin from Belgium was 
driving the car that was 
caught by a camera doing 
eight miles above the speed 
limit. 

But his barrister, Neil 
Sylvester, told Luton Crown 
Court: “With hindsight this 
was an idiotic offence. 


“If he had taken the 
medicine as he should have 
done it would have been a 
£60 fine and three points on 
his clean licence. 

“It has been a mystery 
trying to find some sort of 
rational explanation.” 

Muscella, 49, who runs a 
salon in High Street North, 
pleaded guilty to perverting 
the course of justice and 
speeding. 

He was also ordered to pay 
£500 costs and had three 
points placed on his licence. 

Prosecutor Beverly Cripps 


said the speeding offence 
occurred on lanuary 10 this 
year in Church Street, 
Dunstable, when a Nissan car 
was recorded doing 38mph in 
the built-up area. 

Mr Sylvester added: “This is 
a serious and sad matter. 

“He is a hard working man 
and contributes to the 
community. To say he is 
remorseful would be an 
understatement. 

“The gravity of the matter 
did not cross his mind. 

If it had no rational or sane 
person would have done it.”

SUPERMARKET SAYS SORRY 

AN apology has been issued to a 
mother and son after a temporary wall 
fell on them in a supermarket. 

Both suffered head injuries as a result 
of the incident on Tuesday at 
Sainsbury’s at Bramingham Park, 

Luton. 

The store manager visited the pair to 
apologise in person after they were 
released from hospital later that day. 

A spokesman for the chain said: “We 
have taken this incident very seriously 
and we are thoroughly investigating 
what caused it. We are also working 
with the Health and Safety Executive in 
its investigation. 

“The store manager has pledged to 
remain in regular contact with the 
injured customers.” 

EXPLOSION BURNS MAN’S FACE 

A MAN was treated for facial burns after 
a gas explosion on Friday morning. 

Firefighters went to Leagrave Road, 
Luton, to find the back wall of the 
building was damaged. 

Two fire crews from Luton and one 
from Stopsley attended with an 
explosimeter - a piece of equipment to 
test gas levels in the air. 

A structural engineer was also called 
to consider the safety of the whole 
property. 

One fire crew remained at the scene 
until gas engineers declared the area 
safe from further leaks. 


Relief event raises 
£150k for Pakistan 
flooding victims 

AN EVENT to help raise up to £150,000 for 
Pakistan’s flood victims was held last night. 

Entrepreneur Mohammad Nadeem 
organised the evening in collaboration with 
Islamic Relief, the international aid charity 
striving to end poverty. 

United Luton Fundraising Iftar took place 
at the newly developed wedding hall, Venue 
Central, between 5.30pm and 9.30pm. 

The night began with a video campaign 
presented by Jehangir Malik, managing 
director of Islamic Relief, and was followed 
by an auction which included a bat signed 
by former Pakistan cricket captain Shahid 
Afridi, who was guest of honour at the 
dinner, and merchandise signed by Dragons’ 
Den’s James Caan. 

The target for donations was set at a 
whopping £150,000, most of which was 
thought to be raised by pledges of around 
£3,000 per table. 

Adding to the donations was £4,500 
raised through ticket sales. 

Since the beginning of the holy month of 
Ramadan, many Muslims in Luton have been 
setting up Iftar dinners at community 
centres and homes in appeal for the many 
sufferers of the floods in Pakistan, out of 
which United Luton Fundraising Iftar has 
been the most anticipated. 

The event was also covered by many 
broadcasters including the BBC and Islam 
Channel before being brought to an end 
with a five course meal served at the time 
of Iftar, which is at sunset when Muslims 
break their fast. 


Police investigation failed to track down anti-Semitic message writer

to trace the perpetrators was done both by the 
police and internally by the council. 

‘The matter was thoroughly investigated and 
dealt with in accordance with the council’s hate 
crime policy and the suggestion made in some 
quarters of a council cover-up is completely 
without foundation.’ 

A council spokesman said: “The symbol of the 
Star of David was drawn with foul language next 
to it in a kitchen on the first floor of the Town 
Hall extension on January 22, 2010. 

“This matter was reported to Bedfordshire 
Police who investigated. 


“CCTV footage was studied and door pass logs 
were checked to see who had passed through 
the area that afternoon. Police however have 
been unable to identify who was responsible. 

“The area in question can be accessed from 
the council’s town centre buildings, and is near 
areas where public meetings etc are held. 

“The council does not have a view as to who 
might have committed this abhorrent act. 
Luton Borough Council has a zero-tolerance 
policy for this kind of behaviour. 

“Discrimination and racist behaviour is not 
tolerated by the council. We have a raft of anti- 
discrimination policies in place to support our 


stance on this important issue.” A police 
spokeswoman said: “Bedfordshire Police has 
investigated this matter. 

“Officers were not able to see the actual offen¬ 
sive message as it had been removed by town 
hall staff soon after the incident. 

“Police enquiries, including examination of 
CCTV footage and a door entry system, have not 
been able to identify the offender. 

“While the police file has been marked for ‘no 
further action’, we are still open to any new 
information about the incident. This can be 
passed to Sergeant Zara Brown on 01582 
394020.” 
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Wanted man’s return 
sparks airport frenzy

ONE of the most famous 
fugitives in the world landed 
in Luton on Thursday - 
sparking a mass media 
frenzy. 

Luton Airport was a hive of 
world press activity when Asil 
Nadir, who faces a £34 million 
fraud trial, returned to the UK 
having been on the run for 
17 years in northern Cyprus. 

The 69-year-old had fled in 
1993 while facing 66 counts of 
theft after his Polly Peck 
empire collapsed with debts 
of £1.3 billion. 

That company, which 
owned everything from Del 
Monte fresh fruits to textiles 
and Russell Hobbs electrical 
appliances, was worth £2 
billion at its peak. 

For his return to the UK he 
had agreed a deal on exclusiv¬ 
ity with Sky News and other 
Rupert Murdoch-owned media, 
which were granted airside 
access. 

Luton Airport was not 
involved in any dealings. 

The entire security 
operation was overseen by 
London’s Serious Fraud Office 
and did not involve 


Bedfordshire Police. Upon 
landing, Mr Nadir was met on 
the tarmac by immigration 
officials and driven by limou¬ 
sine straight to a house in 


Mayfair. He must wear an 
electronic tag and report 
weekly to the police until his 
appearance at the Old Bailey 
on September 3 for a hearing 


to decide how his trial should 
proceed. 

That will begin next year 
and is expected to last for 
several months. 


Another milestone for station quarter development 


THE NEXT phase of regeneration work for the footbridge 
between Midland Road and Luton Railway Station is set 
to get underway. 

The bridge will be closed for up to four weeks from 
September 10 as it will be completely replaced by a wider 
and better-lit structure. It will help provide a link between 
the new 740-space multi-storey station car park and the train 
platforms but also between High Town and the town centre. 

Councillor Roy Davis said: “The work we will be carrying 
out marks another key milestone in our development of the 
Station Quarter. 

“We know from feedback from local people that improving 
this central area of the town is vital to create an improved 


image for Luton. The new footbridge and pedestrian route 
will not only revitalise the link between High Town and the 
town centre but they are also key components of one of our 
most important regeneration projects.” 

The footbridge will be reopened as soon as possible but 
may remain closed to pedestrians until October 10. 

The signed diversion route will be along Midland Road, 
under the Old Bedford Road/Guildford Street railway bridge 
and along Station Road to the main Station entrance. 

Cllr Davis added: “We apologise for any inconvenience to 
pedestrians and rail passengers in the short term but are 
confident everyone will appreciate the vast improvements 
when work is complete.”

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Bomb squad called 
over ‘grenade’ scare

A 22-YEAR-OLD has been 
released on bail after being 
questioned after a suspicious 
object resembling a grenade was 
found in a van. 

Bomb disposal experts were 
called on Tuesday night after 
police checked a vehicle parked 
in Rowan Close, Luton. 

Officers arrested a man ‘from 
the Dunstable area’ in relation to 
possession of the item, which 
turned out to be a smoke canister. 

A Ministry of Defence Explosive 
Ordnance Disposal team was 
even called out and advised the 


evacuation of around 25 to 30 
properties, including an elderly 
people’s home, may be necessary. 

But, on arrival, the team con¬ 
firmed the object was a smoke 
canister and residents were told 
an evacuation was no longer 
needed - but did issue advice to 
stay indoors. 

The object was made secure at 
10.15pm, allowing police to begin 
their investigation, recover the 
vehicle and remove the cordon. 

The man will return to Luton 
Police Station on September 22. 

Assistant Chief Constable fohn 
Fletcher said: “The council’s 
emergency planning team, our 
volunteer groups, fire and ambu¬ 


lance services were stood down 
and Ashburnham Road and 
Rowan Close fully opened to the 
public just in time to allow fans 
leaving Luton Town’s match with 
Newport to make their way home 
with minimum disruption. 

“In the event, no evacuation 
was required and there was no 
undue alarm but this was a text¬ 
book response by emergency 
planning partners to a suspicious 
incident. 

“I hope this incident demon¬ 
strates to the public how well pre¬ 
pared partners are in 
Bedfordshire and Luton to 
respond to a variety of emergen¬ 
cies.” 


Damage after bullets fired at empty property 


POLICE are investigating why 
gunshots were fired into an empty 
house. 

Sometime during the last two 
weeks, bullets have been fired into 
a window of a vacant property in 
St James’ Road, Luton. 

The owner knows there was no 
damage about two weeks ago but 


on Wednesday it was discovered 
that two shots went through a 
front ground floor window. 

“We are keen to establish why 
this has happened,” said Detective 
Constable Simon Taylor.

Sundon Park Liberal Democrat council¬ 
lor Anna Pedersen said: “Given the clear 
steer from all three party leaders that 
councillors should be fully open about 
their interests, it’s a shame that several 
councillors seem to think they should be 
exempt from scrutiny. 

“It was said in the debate on this issue 
that refusal to publish interests would 
reflect badly on those concerned.” 

Cllr Bullock said: “I have nothing to hide. 

“I was probably on holiday or something 
like that when they were sorting out 
putting information online. 

“I’ll look into the process now and find

out who I have to speak to about getting 
the details online.” 

LoS attempted to speak to Cllr Riaz but 
he didn’t return our calls.

Council’s ‘excellence-inspiring’ management posts - at cost 
of £120,000 a year - dismissed as ‘nonsense’ by Lib Dem 


PLANS to recruit two Town Hall 
managers at a combined cost of 
£120,000 to inspire ‘excellence’ have 
come under fire. 

The highly-paid jobs, which were 
rubber-stamped at a Luton Borough 
Council meeting on Monday night, are 
for Luton Excellence Team’s ‘service 
commissioning programmers’. 

Liberal Democrat councillor Martin 
Pantling said: “It’s nonsense. Whether 
they are recruited internally or 
externally, the cost will be the same. 

“If people who would otherwise be 
removed from the payroll are recruited 
to these posts that is still a net increase 


of two managers and will still cost 

£ 120 , 000 . 

“This is on top of half a dozen 
‘excellence’ posts of questionable value, 
a recently appointed assistant chief 
executive and a performance supremo 
earning more than £100,000 a year who 
couldn’t stop Luton being rated a 
mediocre two-star council.” 

A Town Hall spokesman said: “All local 
councils are facing significant financial 
challenges. 

“The council is committed to making 
significant and fundamental changes to 
the way our services are commissioned 
and delivered, in a push to maintain 


quality services while saving money. 
These changes must be rapidly 
implemented, particularly in light of 
ongoing Government budget 
reductions. 

“The council is reviewing all services, 
at every level, to ensure every savings 
opportunity is identified and acted on. 

“We have created two new posts to 
help drive this push for efficiency. 

“We are about to advertise these posts 
internally, and will give priority to 
existing staff. 

“Each post will have an annual target 
of delivering savings eight times greater 
than their salary.”

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NHS cuts challenge 


FIGURES released by the World Class Commissioning [WCC] 
programme last week showed NHS Luton is one of the fastest 
improving Primary Care Trusts [PCTs] in the country as it climbed 45 
places up the national league table from 147th to 97th. However, 
with the health service facing a cut of 20 per cent over the next five 
years, there are challenges ahead of them. CHRISTINA JOHNSON 
visited a GP to talk about what kind of improvements his own 
practice has made, from offering minor surgery in house to training 
receptionists on how to take blood tests. 


SINCE Dr Manraj Barhey first 
started work at the Woodland 
Avenue Surgery in Luton in 1995 
he has seen many changes in the 
health service over the years. 

GP surgeries all over the coun¬ 
try can now offer extra services 
that used to be available only in 
hospitals along extended open¬ 
ing hours. 

Dr Barhey 45, said: “PCTs used 
to work in isolation but that’s 
come on a long, long way. We 
now have a PCT Clinical 
Executive Committee (CLEX), 
which I am on, made up of GPs, 
practice managers, nurses and 
pharmacists, so we can represent 
the patients and their views. 

“Lots of ideas are developed 
from front line staff and then we 
communicate with patients to 
get their feedback on the ideas. 

“At this surgery, we now carry 
out a lot of different services. We 
have extended to minor surgery 
such as operating on eye cysts 
instead of referring them to the 
hospital as we used to. 

“Another special interest is 
cardiology and we have a 
24 hour ECG machine so anyone 
having heart palpitations can 
be looked at here. 

“The female doctors also offer 
gynaecological and contracep¬ 
tive services and some of the 
receptionists are even trained in 
how to do blood tests so they 
don’t have to wait for hours at 
the hospital to have one done. 

“This all saves patients from 
travelling about. 

“We are always looking for 
ways to take inefficiencies out of 



the system. We are bringing out 
care from the L&D into the com¬ 
munity and this has been really 
successful.” 

Dr Barhey also spoke about the 
Coalition Government’s plans to 
allow GPs to take over their own 
budgets and for PCTs to be 
scrapped. 

He said: “This means there will 
be a lot of hard work as they take 
on this responsibility so we need 
to position ourselves correctly to 
take them over. 

“It is a great opportunity to 
alter the services as to how we 
think patients should be treat¬ 
ed.” 

However, it is not all good news 
because there are hard times 


ahead for GP practices as they 
face a 20 per cent cut over the 
next five years. 

Dr Barhey said: “Even though 
it’s one of the fastest improving 
PCTs there’s still a long way to 
go. We need to move forward 
and we can’t be complacent. 

“All practices in Luton have 
bought into the idea of rising to 
challenges because over the 
next five years, we will be facing 
a cut of 20 per cent. 

“Our current budget is £114m 
and it will stay at that level over 
the next five years and it’s antici¬ 
pated that by year five, we will 
need to save £60m. 

“Another challenge is trying to 
get to the hard-to-reach patients 
who don’t access healthcare. The 
idea is to screen them early to 
spot those with diabetes, high 
blood pressure and raised cho¬ 
lesterol etc.” 

Surgeries in the town clearly 
have a lot of work ahead of them 
when it comes to meeting the 
budget restrictions and main¬ 
taining and improving on quality 
of services. Standing still is not 
an option.

Health body under 
fire over delay in 
murder case report

THE delay in publishing a 
report criticising a mental 
health Trust over its treatment 
of a man who murdered a three- 
year-old has been slammed. 

Nicholas Hailing, of Southwood 
Road, Dunstable, was found 
guilty of killing his girlfriend’s 
son, Deraye Lewis, on December 
31, 2004, at her house in 

Bletchley. 

But it took nearly six years to 
publish the damning report 
commissioned by the NHS. 

It revealed there was a ‘lack of 
consistency’ in Bedfordshire and 
Luton Mental Health Partnership 
Trust’s (BLPT) care of Hailing. 

Emma Boon, campaign manag¬ 
er at the Taxpayers’ Alliance, said: 
“It is worrying that this report 
took so long, not only because of 
the victim’s family, but because 
of the expense it will have 
incurred to taxpayers. 

“The public and the victim’s 
family deserve openness about 
the reasons for this long delay.” 

It was heard at Luton Crown 
Court in 2006 that, when Deraye 
was taken to hospital, he was 
already dead after suffering a 
serious blow to the stomach. 

Part of his small intestine was 
split open and haemorrhaged 
and so poisoned his system. 
Pathologists said it would have 
been caused by a heavy punch, a 
kick or possibly a stamp. 

He also had 73 separate 
injuries, as well as older marks 
and some could have been ciga¬ 
rette burns. It was heard Hailing 
also racially abused the child. 

Hailing had been in contact 
with the Trust for 12 years and 


had been diagnosed as having a 
personality disorder and suffered 
from the effects of substance 
abuse. 

The report found there was lack 
of consistency in psychiatric care 
and the Trust had poor quality 
risk assessment and compliance 
with risk assessment policy. 

Hailing was jailed for life in 
2006 for the murder and must 
serve at least 20 years behind 
bars. 

He was also found guilty of 
causing actual bodily harm to his 
partner, Donna Humphrey, and 
was sentenced to 18 months to 
run concurrently. 

The judge told Hailing that he 
‘treated the little boy with con¬ 
tempt, hostility and violence’. 

BLPT was taken over by South 
Essex Trust in March. 

A spokesman for NHS East of 
England, which was created in 
2006, said: “NHS East of England 
was established in luly 2006 from 
the three predecessor strategic 
health authorities in the area. 

“In luly 2007 NHS East of 


England carried out a review of 
all the legacy investigation 
reports on mental health homi¬ 
cide cases that it had inherited. 

“The review found 11 cases 
committed between April 2002 
and lune 2006 by patients under 
the care of mental health services 
which required further inde¬ 
pendent investigation, including 
the Bedfordshire case. 

“The independent panel began 
its investigations into the 11 
cases at the end of 2008. 

“The reports have been pub¬ 
lished a number of years after the 
original incidents occurred due 
to the complex and time-con¬ 
suming process involved in put¬ 
ting the investigations together, 
gaining consent for access to 
medical records, establishing the 
independent review Board and 
contacting and interviewing 
those involved. 

“We feel we have responded as 
fully as we possibly can to the 
question about why the inde¬ 
pendent investigation took some 
time to be completed.” 


‘Blight on the country’jailed for multiple offences 


AN ‘angry young man’ with a 
disdain for people in authority 
was told by a judge he was a 
‘blight on the country’. 

Peter Mcllveen, of Burr Street, 
Luton, threatened a court 
security officer with a hammer 
and hurled racial abuse at a 
supermarket security guard. 

The 30-year-old was jailed for 
a total of 12 months at Luton 
Crown Court on Thursday for 
seven offences committed over 
a three-month period. 

Simon Shannon, prosecuting, 
said on February 10 Mcllveen 
turned up drunk at a help 
centre in Bailey Street, Luton, 
and collapsed. 

An ambulance was called but 


he was abusive to paramedics 
and staff at the centre. 

Police were called and he 
struggled when arrested. He 
pleaded guilty to threatening 
behaviour. 

On March 24 he was aggressive 
and abusive towards police and 
ambulance crew as they tried to 
help him in Old Bedford Road, 
where he was lying on the 
ground. He pleaded guilty to 
being drunk and disorderly. 

On April 26 he was drunk in 
The Mall Luton and, when 
police arrived, he swore at 
them, called them ‘pigs’ and 
threatened to headbutt them. 
He pleaded guilty to a public 
order offence. 


On May 1 he was in a 
Morrison’s store in Hatfield with 
a glass bottle under his top. 

He pleaded not guilty to 
racially aggravated threatening 
behaviour but was convicted. 

Six days later he threatened a 
security officer at Luton 
Magistrates’ Court with a 
hammer. 

He pleaded not guilty to a 
public order offence and 
possessing an offensive weapon 
but was convicted. 

He also pleaded guilty to 
failing to surrender to bail in 
May. 

Recorder Leslie Cuthbert told 
the defendant: “You are a blight 
on this country.”

During this time, shooters will kill 
around half a million birds who have 
been encouraged to breed by inten¬ 
sive management of the UK's moor¬ 
lands. 

Just ahead of the next big date in 
the shooting calendar - the start of 
the pheasant shooting season - 
Animal Aid will hold its National 
Anti-Shooting Week (September 
20-26). 

Supporters will take to the streets 
to highlight the cruelty of killing 
birds for pleasure, and will ask the 
public to back our campaign to ban 
the production of birds for sport 
shooting. 

Annually, around 50 million pheas¬ 
ants and partridges are purpose- 
bred to serve as feathered targets 
for wealthy shooters. 

The industry’s own figures show 
that only around 15 per cent of the 
birds are actually eaten, and even 
pro-shooting articles have made ref¬ 
erence to ‘surplus’ birds being 
buried in specially dug pits.

A TEENAGER who was one of 
three intruders who burst into a 
family home in Luton wearing 
balaclavas was given four years 
in youth custody on Tuesday. 

Stephen Calter was caught after 
being stabbed in the leg with a 
paring knife during the burglary 
of a house in Hazelbury Crescent, 
Luton, on December 12 last year. 

The blood on the knife led to 
Calter’s arrest as it showed a 
billion-to-one match with the 
19-year-old. 


Calter, who was living in 
Denham Close, Luton, at the 
time, pleaded guilty at Luton 
Crown Court to burglary. He was 
the only one of the trio caught. 

Neil King, prosecuting, said 
David Stewart, 39, was dozing on 
a sofa at the house while his eld¬ 
erly parents were in bed. 

He said: “He heard a noise and 
the rear door was suddenly forced 
in. 

“Three men wearing balaclavas 
burst into the room and were 
shouting for money. 

“Mr Stewart tried to use his 
mobile phone to call police but 


Calter picked up a crutch and 
knocked the phone out of his 
hand. He was then attacked by 
the group but he managed to 
fight back and stabbed one of 
them with a knife he had been 
using earlier to peel fruit.” 

The prosecutor said they fled 
into the night with a £120 MP3 
player. 

David Stewart’s mother said in 
her statement: “While we don’t 
have much, what we do have we 
have worked for. 

“Courts have a duty to protect 
us. It is unacceptable for people 
to be terrorised in their homes.” 


Being a landlord isn’t just about making cash, says councillor

A LANDLORD has been found guilty of failing to 
comply to health and safety procedures relating to 
multiple occupancy. 

Roskana Akhtar, 30, of Icknield Way, Luton, who also 
runs Apple Estate Agents, in Upper George Street, 
appeared at Luton Magistrates’ Court on August 9. 

An House of Multiple Occupation [HMO] is a building 
occupied by more than one household. 

Any HMO of three or more storeys, and with five or 
more tenants from more than one household, must be 
licensed by the council and meet certain standards. 

Although Luton Borough Council told Miss Akhtar in 
2008 she needed to license her property to ensure it 
reached acceptable health and safety levels for 
tenants, she ignored this and accepted new tenants at 
the Trowbridge Gardens property in Luton in May, June 


and October 2009. Magistrates told Miss Akhtar: “You 
were advised you needed a licence and even though 
you applied for a pack you failed to follow it up and 
This was done to benefit only yourself and not for the 
safety of your tenants.” 

The court fined Miss Akhtar, who pleaded guilty to 
the charge, £1,000, a £15 victim surcharge and 
ordered her to pay costs of £750. 

Cllr Waheed Akbar said: “Being a landlord isn’t just 
about making money. Anyone letting out property to 
tenants, particularly an HMO landlord, has a legal 
responsibility towards those tenants.”

Students deserve all 
the success they get 


I T’S that time again. School 
students have spent the last 
two weeks either celebrating 
or being commiserated over 
their A level and GCSE results. 

The results are better than 
ever, but of course we cannot 
have good news. So academics 
have been dragged out who will 
say the exams are getting easi¬ 
er, students/parents/univers¬ 
ities/employers/taxpayers are 
being short-changed. 

The reality is that young peo¬ 
ple are working far harder than 
happened in my day and prob¬ 
ably most people’s days. 

I did not take A levels and didn’t 
go to university until I was in my 
30s. This proves at least three 
things: I was too idle as a kid; I did 
get two degrees so cannot have 
been totally stupid and it’s never 
too late, despite the teachers’ 
mantra that this is your only 
chance. 

These days they do work hard 
from the beginning, with loads 
of extra homework - my seven- 


year-old has been doing home¬ 
work for two years - and some 
students even attend schools at 
weekends to help them pass 
exams. 

So I have every sympathy for 
them and little for the perpetu¬ 
al half-glass-empty moaners. 

Congratulations to them all. 

What does concern me is 
what is going to happen to 
these students once they have 
passed their exams. 

We have run a story in 
MKNews, one of our sister 
papers, on how a student got 
six straight As and could not get 
a university place. 

That is obviously out of the 
ordinary but is a graphic illus¬ 
tration of how university places 
are no longer guaranteed, and 
the reasons for rejection not 
clear and straightforward. 

I would like to hear from this 
Government whether it consid¬ 
ers a university education 
something that is a desirable 
aspiration for all students and, 


if not, for whom it is desirable. I 
have no objection to them ‘rais¬ 
ing the bar’, so long as the rules of 
eligibility are both fair and clear. 

This situation will become 
more pressing as the compul¬ 
sory age limit for school chil¬ 
dren rises to 18 in a few years 
time. 

So almost everyone will be 
taking A levels, as though on a 
step to higher education, then a 
large proportion of them will be 
turned down, some without 
even knowing why. 

It might be a good idea to 
study a language, because, as 
usual, they have far more intel¬ 
ligible and straightforward 
entrance criteria on the conti¬ 
nent of Europe. 

And they consider higher 
education to be a good thing 
for all, not just a privilege for 
the few. 

As I said, the policies and the 
objectives should be clear and 
they should be fair. At the 
moment they look neither.

A STAGGERING 25,000 calls were made to the 
University of Bedfordshire on A Level results day 
in a bid to get a last-minute place. 

So far, more than 31,000 in total have contacted 
the university’s clearing hotline - a huge jump on 
the 10,000 last year. 

Applications to the university this year have risen 
by 35 per cent. 

The competition to get into university has never 
been tougher following the Government cap on 
places. 

In the first three days of the campaign there were 
more than 53,000 visits to the university website, up 
6.6 per cent on last year.

The Arctic Monkeys recently 
devoted a whole TV programme to their love of 
John Cooper Clarke, with many others citing 
him as a major influence, earning him the man¬ 
tle of the ‘Punk Poet’. 

In reality, his poems are a mixture of gritty 
northern realism mixed with an original humour 
that can not be emulated.

The commercial offices moved from London 
to Luton a year later. 

After the first year of being established, they 
produced on average 180 bearings a day. 

Production increased to meet the demand for 
bearings during the First World War and by 1918 
the factory employed 775 people and produced 
24,000 bearings a month.

Wenger’s dislike of the home 
side’s qualities are well known 
and he insisted his side had 
approached the game with 
concerns after a bruising 
battle in the equivalent fixture 
last season.

LUTON suffered their first defeat of the sea¬ 
son after goals from Kyle Perry, Danny 
Thomas and Daniel Bradley gave Tamworth 
a deserved win. 

Tom Craddock managed to get the Hatters 
on the scoreboard with a goal at the start of 
the second half but Luton lacked in creativity 
and, at times, were sloppy on the ball and gift¬ 
ed Tamworth two late goals. 

Luton created the best opportunity in a 
rather flat opening to the first half - but 
Matthew Barnes-Homer opted to square the 
ball left to Tom Craddock instead of Andy 
Drury who was in acres of space on the left 
flank with a clear run at goal. 

It was the Lambs, however, who took the 
lead with their first attempt on 11 minutes. A 
neat one-two with Jay Smith freed Richard 
Tait to deliver a deep cross from the right 
which was met by Kyle Perry who steered his 
looping header beyond Kevin Pilkington. 

Four minutes later, Tamworth were unlucky 
not to be two in front after the ball fell to Tait 
after scrappy defending in the Luton box, but 
the Scottish defender’s curling shot was spec¬ 
tacularly saved by a diving Pilkington. 

Luton’s first effort came through George 
Pilkington on 19 minutes. The Hatters skipper 
rose to meet Drury’s corner but Pilkington’s 
header was wide and of no real threat to Ross 
Atkins in the Tamworth net. 

Confusion on the edge of the Hatters box 
midway through the half could have resulted 
in an embarrassing goal after Pilkington 
charged out to claim the loose ball - but bad 
communication with Drury resulted in both 
players running past the ball before the red¬ 
faced keeper got back to clear. 

Two minutes later, George Pilkington’s goal¬ 
line block prevented Rodman from doubling 
the Lambs’ lead after Kevin Pilkington mis¬ 
judged a cross from the right. But he was 
relieved that his skipper was in the right place 
to prevent any further embarrassment. 

Barnes-Homer could have pulled Luton

Money mad at 
Luton boo boys 


RICHARD Money hit out at 
fans that jeered Czech 
summer signing Pavel Besta, 
whose mistake led to 
Tamworth's second goal. 

It proved to be the winner 
yesterday as Luton slipped to 
a 3-1 defeat - their first of 
the season. 

But reaction to the new 
midfielder when he was 
substituted late on infuriated 
the manager. 

"I will continue to be fiercely 
protective of our players," he 
said. "I don’t have favourites 
and I don’t think supporters 
should have favourites either. 

They are their players and 
Pavel was very, very upset 
that he had given the goal 
away and the reaction of our 
support was very 
disappointing. 

"Last year it was [Adam] 
Newton and I’m not going to 
have it again with Besta. 

There were a lot of clever 
comments. They’re here to 
support their players, every 
single one of them, as far as 
I’m concerned. 

"Football amazes me. Keith 
Keane gets sent off for a 
second yellow card on 
Tuesday - it was absolutely, 
totally irresponsible and he 
knows it, and he gets 
applauded off the pitch by six 
and half thousand people. 

"How crazy is that? And 


because of that, I’ve had to 
play Besta for the third time 
in a week when he’s missed 
all of pre-season. 

"He’s not used to playing 
three games in a week and 
he’s just arrived in the 
country two weeks ago. 

"They can boo me, they can 
hate me as much as they 
want. I really, honestly, do not 
care. 

"So, if they want to boo me, 
boo me. They do it anyway. 
Last year, we win ten and 
draw four, we don’t go up in 
the play-offs and we get 
booed. 

"At halftime against Oxford 
last year, I’m being called all 
the names under the sun 
and we win 2-1, and I’m still 
getting booed. 

"So they will boo me 
anyway, carry on, do what 
you want. I really don’t care, 
but I’m not having it with the 
players. 

"They don’t deserve it, 
they’ve been fantastic up to 
now. 

“They’ve had one poor 
performance and we’ve lost 
a game of football. 

“Today is the day I would 
suggest the players need the 
support most of all, that’s all 
I’m going to say, and I will 
continue to be fiercely, 
fiercely protective of that 
dressing room." 



Boss shuts window for 

lls time

RICHARD Money has ruled out Tom 
Craddock leaving Luton Town before the 
transfer window closes on Tuesday night, 
but club captain Kevin Nicholls has left the 
club after volunteering to end his contract. 

Managing director, Gary Sweet - who 
called the 31-year-old a ‘legend’ - has 
revealed that the injured midfielder offered 
to end his second spell at the club and left by 
mutual consent on Friday. 

Nicholls was the second player to exit 
Kenilworth Road that day following defend¬ 
er Alan White out of the club. 

But Hatters boss Money has said that none 
of his current senior squad members will be 
following the two veterans - and that 
includes last season’s top scorer. 

The manager reiterated that the player, 
who scored Luton’s only goal in yesterday’s 
3-1 defeat to Tamworth, has his mind now 
focussed on pushing for a first team place, 
after admitting he’d been ‘tapped up’ by an 
unnamed Football League club. 

Asked about any potential transfer deadline 
day moves, Money said: “As far as we’ve been 
concerned, the transfer window has been 
closed for quite some time. There certainly 
won’t be any more ins, that’s for definite. 

“One or two of the youngsters might go on 
loan in the next two or three weeks, but I 
don’t envisage anybody of first team stand¬ 
ing leaving the football club at this stage. 

“Tom Craddock is in a good place right 
now and is part of a very tight-knit group of 
players.” 


Even if an unexpected last-minute, big- 
money deal did see the Teessider head for 
the exit door, Money said that they would 
not look for another goalscorer as he 
believes they are well stocked in that depart¬ 
ment - taking into account Dan Walker 
and Claude Gnakpa as extra options./ 

“We have six strikers,” He said. “We will 
not be signing another striker, I can promise 
that. 

“If Tom Craddock went for a lot of money 
on Tuesday, which is not going to happen, 
we still won’t be bringing in another strik¬ 
er to this football club. We don’t need 


On Nicholls’ departure, Sweet has said 
that Nicholls approached the club with 
a view to leave as he, ‘did not want to take 
money out of the club when he felt that he 
wasn’t contributing’. 

The midfielder, who rejoined the club in 
2008 has not played since February when he 
picked up a knee injury in a 2-1 defeat to 
Crawley Town. 

Town’s managing director added: “This 
further evidences Kevin’s love for this foot¬ 
ball club.” 

He also said that the player had played 
down the seriousness of his injury, but did 
not want to let his team-mates and manag¬ 
er down. 

“We genuinely wish Kevin all the best for 
the future,” said Sweet. “The word legend is 
spoken about too easily, but it couldn’t be 
more appropriate in Kevin’s case. 

“He is arguably the club’s most successful 
captain having won two promotions and 
lifted a cup at Wembley.”
